Inspector  for  the  year  1961.

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fifth  Annual 
Report,  upon  the  work  carried  out  and  falling  within  my 
scope  during  1961. 

Routine  work  continued  through  the  year  under 
review  and  no  particular  difficulties  were  encountered. 

Following  the  submission  of  the  Council’s  Report 
upon  Slaughterhouses,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  approved  the  proposals  of  the 
Council.  One  slaughterhouse  is  being  repaired  and 
reconditioned;  plans  have  been  approved  for  a new 
slaughterhouse  in  Slough  Road — the  approval  of  the 
Minister  is  still  awaited  regarding  the  issue  of  a new 
licence.  This  hold-up  necessarily  causes  inconvenience 
in  the  completion  of  the  project.  It  is  hoped  that  an 
early  decision  will  be  forthcoming. 

An  increasing  interest  is  being  shewn  by  owners 
of  property  in  the  Standard  Grant  procedure  for  improve- 
ment of  houses.  This,  particularly  in  view  of  the 
Council’s  present  difficulties  regarding  house-building,  is 
of  gieat  importance.  It  may  also  well  preserve  some 
houses  in  the  area  which  would  otherwise,  in  the  not  too 
distant  future,  require  Housing  Act  procedure  with 
a view  to  demolition. 

I would  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  consideration,  to  express  my 
thanks  to  Dr.  Walker,  and  to  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Richards, 
tor  their  help  and  co-operation.
